I'holographiug tlio Dcutl. 


It appears that a somewhat morbid 


custom exists among the Viennese of 
laving the dead bodies of children and 
•ther persons dear to them photographed, 
and for this purpose the corpse used to 
>e taken to the photographer's studio. 
The attention of tt^ sanitary authorities 
laving been drawn to the danger of the 
dissemination of infectious diseases by 
;his practice, a decree has been issued by 
;ho Austrian minister of the interior ab- 
solutely forbidding the photographing of 
corpses in studios open to the public, and 
;he photographing of bodies of persons 
who have died of any infectious disease 
by professional photographers, even in 
srivate houses. 


Exception is made of cases in which 


such photographs may be required for 
>olice or medico-legal purposes. lu the 
;ase of persons who have died of non- 
ufectious disease, the corpse may be 
photographed at the private residence of 
;ho deceased, subject to the approval and 
on the responsibility of the medical of- 
icial whose duty it is to verify deaths. 
This ordinance came into force on Apri] 
t.—British Medical Journal. 


A. Waterspout In the Gulf. 


About 5 o'clock yesterday morning a 


waterspout measuring nearly 150 feet in 
diameter mado its appearance in the 
gulf, off the southeast coast. It was 
moving in a northwesterly direction 
toward .the bay and was increasing in 
volume as it proceeded. 
It was seen by 


several fishermpn and the occupants of a 
number of small craft who wore in its 
course and narrowly escaped 
being 


drowned. 


Those who witnes&ed this nautical phe- 


nomenon state that it whirled with a 
zigzag motion and sent upward a spark- 
ling shower of spray which fell in tor- 
rents into the angry waves. It was first 
scon shortly after tho light rain which 
occurred about dawn, and after a space 
of about three minutes spent its force 
and disappeared as mysteriously as i 
had appeared,—Qalveston News.

He 
found at tlie head three tin cups, nearly 
consumed with rust, at the feet an olc 
fashioned black bottle; at the breast In 
found several dozen pure silver orna 
uients, made in the crude style of the 
natives, consisting of a ringer ring, or 
naiueiitcd with a shield, a beautiful pair 
of car bobs, a heart with a pin attached 
besides several other fantastically shapec 
and round ornaments, having pins at 
inched. He also found an iron torna 
hawk and several glass and stone beads

It is asserted in Washington upon 


what is said to bo reliable authority 
that the change iu tho Collcctorship of 
the New York Uustoin-hoiiso was made

tional Convention. Collector Erhardt, 
who displayed some independence, was 
so hampered by orders from Washington 
that he WES forced to resign or become a 
mure tool in the hands of the Treasury 
Department. As he expressed it, "Tho 
ottice is no longer independent, I am, 
and therefore we separate." This, it 
seems, is the object sought to bo attained 
by harrassing him, so that there would 
bu no obstacle in tha way of securing a 
Harrison delegation. 
Wall Street is 


with the President and now the powerful 
intlueuco of the Custom-house, where 
1,500 men arc employed, and favors can 
be shown merchants and importers, in 
exchange for votes, will be exerted iu 
bis interest. The South, too, is being 
harmonized for Harrison. 
The machin- 


ery of the Republican party in Hint 
section is rim by (lie Federal office hold- 
ers, eacl> and nil of whom are under ob- 
ligations to Harrison. Should he be re- 
elected their lease of oflice may be ex- 
tended, hence they will have MI "oflice 
holding" motive if nothing more iu 
securing his renouiination.

However, should McKinloy be defeated 
in Ohio, which is not lit nil probable if 
money can elect him, Harrison might 
huve to give way in the National Conven- 
tion to some body whose tariff ideas 
mean protection to tho masses instead ot 
the classes.

A IIECII'UOCITY THEATY. 


One of those reciprocity treaties of 


which much has been said and little was 
known outside of diplomatic circles has 
been made public. This is lli*i treatv 
negotiated with Santo Domingo, which 
comprises the eastern portion of Ilio 
island of Ilayli. The principal products 
of Santo Domingo uro tobacco, sugar 
cane, cotton, corn and 
cofl'ue. 
The 


plains furnish line pasturage and cattle, 
horses and mules are numerous. Gold, 
silver, iron and copper are the principal 
minerals. The treaty exempts from duty 
sugar, molasses, coll'ee and hides, but as 
these articles are cm the free list, and arc 
admitted free of duty from all countries, 
the Santo Domingoaans neither gain nor 
lose by that. They admit free of duty 
the following American products: Live 
animals, meats if not smoked, various 
kiiuls of ceieals, cotton and oil, coke, 
coal, turpentine, mining, manufacturing 
and agricultural machinery, hardware of 
various kinds, zinc, .cad, tin nnd copper 
in various forms, building nnd ship ma- 
terial, paper, printed matter, inks nnd 
gold and silver coin and bullion. 


As nearly oil the articles which tho 


United States can send free to Santo 
Domingo are protected by our 
tariff 


laws, it is difficult to understand how 
we can export them wiJi profit to Santo 
Domingo. 
The 
inhabitants 
of 
tho 


country uro of mixed white, Indian and 
negro blood, and number about 2oO,000. 
Tho history of tho country is marked by 
a succession of revolutions and counter 
revolutions. Tho commerce is small, 
the imports being about $2,000,000 and 
the exports about the same, and it looks 
very much as if the treaty would not 
benefit the fanners of tho United States 
to any greater extent than tho McKinley 
bill, us it docs not make u market for u 
bushel of wheat or barrel of pork.

of carrying the immigrants'and to give the 
Government a satisfactory bond guarantee- 
ing that none of those refugees should be- 
come a publio charge, and urged that prac- 
tically the enforced immigration of this 
nature could not be classed properly as as- 
sisted immigration within the meaning of 
our laws. In his answer to tho commani- 
oat'.on, Secretary Foster says: I shall re- 
ply upon your voluntary assurance that 
yon will actively urge upon your brethren 
in Europe the attitude of our lavs toward 
assisted immigration. I also beg to remind 
you that any tendency abroad to deflect 
toward this country, a movement of desti- 
tute refugees, or to stimulate their immi- 
gration hither, would be distinctly hostile 
to the spirit manifested iu joar letter had, 
and the spirit in which the Government of 
the United States desires to treat this diffi- 
cult and delicate problem.

and it is getting worse all the time. 


Better keep away from cities unless 


you have remarkable ability, This ap- 
plies even to those who are seeking for 
ordinary housework. An advertisement 
for a cook, a chambermaid or a girl for 
general work will be answered by twen- 
ty or thirty tho sumo day. 
Tho intelli- 


gence offices are continually thronged 
with young women looking for work of 
this kind. 


There is n domiind for young women 


who can do j,'oud workiu private homos. 
Some of these places are not desirable, 
pcrhapt not tolerable, no matter how 
high tho wages. There are mistresses 
of homes of wealth who nre ready to 
pay any price for thoroughly competent 
girls, but they do not know how to treat 
a girl. 
They do not intend to be unjust. The 


trouble is, they do not know a good girl 
when they have one. Allowing for these 
and other exceptions, there remain hun- 
dreds of homes in Minneapolis where 
first class domestics would bo welcomed 
to fair treatment aud generous compen- 
sation.—Housekeeper's Weekly.
